What is the meaning of Religious 
Liberty? Religious Liberty, if it 
means anfthing at all, means the 
liberty to be religious, but it cer- 
tainly does not mean to be irre- 
ligious. Moral liberty, for example, 
means liberty to be moral, not the 
liberty to be unmoral and despoil 
a neighbor of his goods; physical 
liberty means the liberty to be phy- 
sical, not the liberty to chain one’s 
muscles and destroy one’s health; 
political liberty means liberty to 
choose and elect one’s ay Povo 
but it dees not mean the liberty to 

overthrow government. In like 
manner, religious liberty means the 
liberty, to know, love and serve 
God, but it does not mean the lib- 
erty to confiscate Church property,}: 
such as was done in Spain, nor the 
liberty to expel the Christian faith, 
such as was done in Mexico, nor 
the liberty to ridicule all faiths, ex- 
tinguish tabernacle lamps and en- 
kindle the flame of hate, such as is 
done in Russia, where a nation re- 


fuses to permit a people to draw | 


its inspiration from the empty tomb | 
of a Risen Christ, but forees them | 
to prostrate themselves before a/! 
tomb filled with the rotten bones | 
af Lenin. 


Two Grants Examined 


This interpretation of the mean- | 


ing of religious liberty is borne | 
out by an examination of the two. 
grants which this ceremony cele- 
brates, both of which reveal that 
instead of permitting a man to be 
irreligious they both assume that 
a man will worship and serve his 
God. The grant of Religious Lib- 
erty given to Virginians by James 
the Second from his Court in 
: Whitehall, England, in 1687, was 
merely a right to the “free exer- 
| cise of religion”; in other words, 
it was an assurance that a man 
| was free to be religious, but not 
to be irreligious. What is true of 
B33 the grant of James the Second, is 
= even more true of the law drawn 
by Thomas Jefferson and his asso- 
ciates, which was passed by the 
General Assembly in October, 1785, 
which stated that “all men shall 
be free to profess . . . their opin- 
ion in matters of religion.” It is 
noteworthy that the arguments 
used for religious freedom by 
Thomas Jefferson were drawn from 
the existence of God and His na- 
ture as a Loving Father, as is evi- 
denced from the very beginning of 
the act of freedom which reads: 
“Wherem Almighty God hath 
ereated the mind free The 
meaning attached to religious lib- 
erty by those who drew up the law 
was that a man was free without 
constraint to raise his heart and 
mind and soul to God; the thought 
that man was free to neglect re- 
ligious duties and live as if there 
were no God, never entered their 
minds, as it should never enter ours 
today.

I should like to see all Ameri-

NEW YORK—Too much empha- 
sis is placed today upon a cold, 
scientific spirit which is not rev- 
erent, His Eminence Patrick Card- 
inal Hayes, Archbishop of New 
York, said in a sermon delivered re- 
cently to 800 members of the New- 
man Clubs of 28 colleges, who re- 
ceived Holy Communion at a Mass 
celebrated by the Cardinal at St.

It stains the teeth, makes 
the breath offensive, irritates the 
throat, and ultimately distorts the 
lip (to a mild degrea—lI don't 
want to exaggerate this last fea- 
ture.) , 

And IJ think I would present the 
following angles: As to charac- 
ter effect, though it is not a sin 
‘in itself for a girl or young wo- 
man to smoke, at itsbest, it is an 
indifferent aet.

Memphis, Tenn.—In the death of 
Miss Kate Wilson, 99 years old, at
